She added: “For us it’s been great. There’s 
a nice buzz about town.” 

Rebecca Furbank, owner of ladies wear 
store Anne Furbank, also in the High Street, 
said: “It’s busy-ish. Shops in Newmarket 
seem to have staggered the start of their 
sales but people seem prepared to get out 
and about after Christmas.

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Sports funding

A GOVERNMENT U-turn on funding cuts 
for a school sports organisation has come 
too late to stop a leading staff member 
from leaving.

Estate agent halted 
by shop move snag 


AN ESTATE agent has said he 
is “baffled” by a council 
decision to reject his plans to 
move into an empty shop. 

Simon Morris, managing director 
of Newmarket-based Morris 
Armitage, wants to relocate to the 
town’s High Street from his current 
premises in Old Station Road. 

He has bought the former 
Harwayes lingerie shop, which has 
been empty for two years. 

But now his plans have been 
blocked after a Forest Heath District 
Council planner refused permission 
for a change of use.

The council has ruled that the loss 
of a shop would lead to “an excessive 
proportion of non-retail uses” in the 
town centre. 

In rejecting permission, Nicola 
George, head of planning, said: “This 
is considered to be harmful to the 
vitality and viability of the town 
centre.” 

The town council previously 
expressed concern about the 
scheme, although it did not lodge a 
formal objection. 


Town councillors said they were 
worried about the increasing 
number of betting shops and non¬ 
retail outlets in the High Street. Mr 
Morris said he was considering 
lodging an appeal against the 
decision. 

He said: “I understand they want 
to encourage retail in the town, but if 
a shop has been empty for two years 
and a local business, like ours, is 
trying to grow and move into the 
High Street, then I would have 
thought that application should be 
supported.” 

Mr Morris said the business 
started in 2002 and now has five 


offices, including branches in 
Cambridge and Haverhill which 
opened last year. 

“Our aim was to continue with our 
growth plans by going into the High 
Street to a bigger and better office,” 
he said. 

“I just find their decision baffling. 
Surely it is better for people to have 
houses to look at rather than a 
dilapidated empty shop. 

“I was going to spend good money 
which would benefit local trades¬ 
men.” 

He said he had hoped to open the 
High Street branch between March 
and June of next year.

Open verdict on 
rail death woman

MYSTERY surrounds 
the death of a well- 
known Newmarket wo¬ 
man who was killed by a 
train. 

Dorothy Blemmer, the 
mother-in-law of George 
Lambton, a former mayor of 
Newmarket, was killed just 
before 11am on November 5. 

The 77-year-old, of The 
Gallops, Old Station Road, 
Newmarket, was hit by a 
train at the town’s well-used 
Weatherby foot crossing on 
Cricketfield Road. 

At the time it was believed 
that Mrs Blemmer had com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

However, at an inquest 
into her death last Thursday, 
coroner Dr Peter Dean, said 
there was a lack of evidence 
to determine whether her 
death was a “tragic accident” 
or whether there was intent 
behind it. 

At the inquest in Bury St. 
Edmunds, Dr Dean recorded 
an open verdict. 


The inquest heard how 
Mrs Blemmer, the widow of 
Niels Erik, the director of a 
large shipping company, had 
suffered from depression in 
the past. 

In a statement, her 
daughter Lise Carolyn-Lam- 
bton, said: “Mum had been 
treated for depression in the 
past but her death was a 
complete shock to us all. 

“She had been making 
plans with friends and none 


of us had noticed anything 
out of the ordinary. 

“Nobody had any idea that 
she was going to take her 
own life.” 

The inquest heard how 
Mrs Blemmer, who was born 
in South Africa, was a regular 
churchgoer. 

In a statement, train driver 
Kelvin Higgins said: “I was 
approaching Newmarket sta¬ 
tion at around 40mph and 
had applied my brakes ready 


to stop. I could see there was 
nobody on the crossing. 

“As the train got nearer to 
the station, I saw a ped¬ 
estrian appear. 

“They seemed to hurry 
through the gate and then 
crouched on the side of the 
tracks, looking up at me. 

“I slammed my emergency 
brakes on but it was too late.” 

Emergency services were 
called to the station and 
paramedic Simon Chase 
confirmed Mrs Blemmer’s 
death. 

The inquest heard how the 
incident was deemed “non- 
suspicious” and that all 
operational procedures of 
the train were “in good 
working order”. 

Dr Dean said: “We have no 
evidence of suicidal intent, 
therefore it is not possible to 
say whether this was a tragic 
accident or whether there 
was intent behind it. 

“I, therefore, have to record 
an open verdict. 

“I would like to offer my 
condolences to Mrs Blem¬ 
mer’s family at this difficult 
time.”

However, smaller shops 
off the High Street have 
told a different story. 

The owner of Gladrags 
and Handbags, in Old 
Station Road, said trade 
picked up a week before 
Christmas but overall it 
had been quiet. 

Sam Bowker-Laing said: 
“We have regulars that 
come in but the Christmas 
build-up just wasn’t what 
was expected. 

“Unfortunately, it seems 
there’s nothing to draw 
people in to the town. 
People are telling us there 
aren’t the shops in New¬ 
market when we have 
competitors like Cam¬ 
bridge and Bury St 
Edmunds.” 

Andy Yallop, chairman 
of the Newmarket Retail 
Association, said: “It has 
been a harder year for 
traders. 

“We’re doing okay in 
Newmarket and there has 
been a constant flow, but 
there’s a variation of where 
people are shopping with 
some going to Bury St 
Edmunds, now there’s the 
arc.” 


Mr Yallop, who is also 
the manager at Hughes 
Electrical in the High 
Street, said he had not yet 
spoken to other shops 
about how the sales were 
going, but noted shoppers 
were bearing in mind the 
VAT increase, especially 
when buying larger items 
like televisions. 

More than 30,000 
people walked through 
the doors of The Guineas 
Centre, in The Rookery, 
during between Sunday 
and Tuesday - down 4 per 
cent on last year. 

Ross McKittrick, man¬ 
ager of The Guineas 
Centre, said footfall in the 
week before Christmas 
was “on par” with last year, 
however, before that it was 
slightly down, with figures 
for the year overall 
showing a 9 per cent 
decline in footfall. 

Mr McKittrick said: “I 
think more recently the 
downturn is probably a lot 
to do with the bad 
weather. 

“It’s not overly con¬ 
cerning, but I think the 
recession is also a factor in 
the reduced footfall.” 


Call to public on 
transport solution

COMMUNITIES will be 
given more power at a 
summit being held to 
solve Cambridgeshire’s 
transport problems. 

The event - the first of its 
kind - will consider how 
grassroots groups can help to 
draw up local solutions in an 
era of tightened purse strings. 

Bus subsidies are expected to 
be reduced in Cambridgeshire 
and it has been suggested, for 
example, that community 
transport groups could be 
supported to replace some 
commercial services. 

The conference might also 
clear the way for a rollout of 
schemes such as car sharing 
and vehicle pooling, if they win 
support, and would have a 
particular focus on the needs of 
vulnerable residents and rural 
areas. 

The event is being organised 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which wants to draw 


up a strategy to help it support 
organisations which have their 
own ideas and funding for 
transport schemes. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, its deputy 
leader and highways boss, said 
he wanted a “frank and open 
conversation”, free of party 
politics. 

He said: “We have to make 
every one of our limited 


pennies count and to do that 
we must work together.” 

The council has already 
asked people for their views on 
reducing transport expenditure 
as part of £161 million of cuts, 
with options including 
scrapping bus subsidies and 
cutting road maintenance 
spending by one-fifth. 

But the ability of community 


transport groups to step into 
the breach left by reduced 
public funding has been 
questioned by opposition 
Liberal Democrats, who 
warned some villages would 
end up being cut off. 

Cllr McGuire said: “Local 
authorities do not have a 
statutory duty to run buses but 
that should not stop us from 
trying to find ways to provide 
local solutions to encourage 
and improve public transport 
links. 

“This is vital in rural areas 
and for our most vulnerable 
members of society. 

“We are consulting about 
funding and priorities but we 
have to recognise the current 
financial situation faced by all 
councils means there is little 
money to invest in services that 
are not a statutory duty.” 

Interested groups will be 
contacted with more 
information about the summit, 
a date for which is yet to be set, 
in the new year. 

Businesses, local authorities 
and health chiefs will also be 
invited.

with the condition Tesco put 
barriers on the site for when 
the store is closed, to prevent 
anti-social behaviour. 

Glasshouses on the site will 
also be demolished, together 
with an empty bungalow, 
which will make way for 
access to the store’s car park 
and a proposed residential 
development. 

Parking for nearly 140 
customers’ cars is included in 


the scheme. 

Michael Kissman, cor¬ 
porate affairs manager for 
Tesco, said: “We’re really 
pleased because, following 
public consultation, people 
told us how much they 
wanted the store, how it will 
make their shopping exper¬ 
ience more convenient and 
save them from travelling 
elsewhere.” 

He added that “dozens of 
jobs” will be created when 
the supermarket is built, 
sometime next year. 

Objectors had argued that 


the store was unnecessary, as 
there there were already nine 
Tesco supermarkets within 16 
miles of the village. They also 
raised concerns about the 
future of the village’s Co-op. 

But the parish council did 
not object to the scheme and 
a petition in support of the 
store, organised by Tesco 
representatives, was signed 
by more than 100 people. 

The parish council asked 
for green technology to be 
used in the new store and for 
storm water drainage to be 
installed in the High Street.

January 

INETEEN- 
year-old 
Robert Hayes 
of Burwell was the 
first soldier of 2010 
to be killed in 
Afghanistan. 

A rifleman with C 
(Essex) Company, 1st 
Battalian The Royal 
Anglian Regiment (The 
Vikings), he died in an 
improvised bomb 
explosion while on patrol 
in Helmand province. 

He had finished his 
training in spring 2009 at 
the Infantry Training 
Centre, Catterick, and 
was deployed to 
Afghanistan in December 
the same year. A private 
ceremony was held at 
RAF Lyneham, Wiltshire, 
and his funeral took 
place at St Mary’s Church 
in his home village. 

St Nicholas Hospice 


Care won £136,545 on the 
Big Lottery. The charity 
helps patients stay in 
their own homes 
throughout the West 
Suffolk region. The 
windfall was expected to 
pay for training for 
volunteers. 

Dash, a Labrador- 
pointer cross, achieved 
the UK record for dog 
jumping contests, 
managing 28ft from patio 
to swimming pool. He 
didn’t quite beat the 
world record, though: in 
the US, from where dog 
jumping came to the UK 
in 2005, the record is 30ft 
lOins. 

The gay equality group 
Stonewall placed Suffolk 
police force 50th in its 
league of the top 100 
employers for gay, 
lesbian and bisexual staff. 
This was up 34 places 
from its 2009 ranking. 
Criteria for the ranking 
included effective 


equality policy and 
recruitment processes, 
and engagement with 
gay, lesbian and bisexual 
staff and service users. 

February 

Lord Derby submitted a 
proposal to build 1,200 
homes on the edge of 
Newmarket. His plan was 
the development of 160 
acres of Hatchfield Farm 
land. The proposal was 
contested by the Save 
Historic Newmarket 
Action Group and the 
racing industry, who were 
concerned about 
increased traffic on 
roads, and the risk posed 
to horses. 

A man pleaded guilty 
to a charge of wounding 
with intent after 


attacking a man with a 
bottle, fake Huggan of 
Newmarket had taken 
drugs and alcohol before 
leaving his victim with a 
large cheek wound that 
required 12 stitches. Mr 
Huggan was jailed for 
four and a half years by a 
judge at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

The water mill at 
Anglesey Abbey 
underwent engineering 
works after leaks 
threatened the 250-year 
old device. Work was 
carried out by Dorothea 
Restoration and the 
attraction is again open 
to the public. Before the 
leaks, it was once of the 
country’s last working 
water mills, producing 
enough flour for 2,000 


loaves of bread each 
month. 

Morris, an ageing 
Welsh pony, had his sight 
restored. Eye specialists 
at the Animal Health 
Trust in Kentford fully 
removed his cataracts, 
after an appeal for 
donations from the Horse 
Rescue Fund. Forty-year- 
old Morris is enjoying a 
new lease of life after 
several successful 
operations. 

Snow covered the area, 
as forecasts set night time 
temperatures at -2°C. 

March 

Two men were locked up 
for involvement in a 
robbery in Mildenhall, in 
which the victim was 
injured with an 18-inch 
long machete. Aaron 
Chalk received a jail 
sentence of six years and 
eight months, and Jamie 
Dale received four years 
and eight months at a 
young offenders’ 
institution. Chalk, who 
had been released from 
prison only five days 
before the break-in, stole 
property from the 
victim’s home as another 
unnamed member of the 
group struck the back of 
the victim’s leg with the 
blunt side of the 
machete. 

Brian and Pearl 
Sulman of Mildenhall 
were awarded the Royal 


Horticultural Society 
Anthony Huxley Trophy 
for their pelargoniums at 
the Hampton Court 
Flower Show. The couple, 
who have have won 47 
RHS Gold awards in total 
in 2010, were considering 
selling their nursery so 
they could retire. 

A 50-year-old woman 
was killed in a caravan 
crash on the A1307. She 
was part of a circus 
troupe - regarded as “one 
of the best circus acts in 
the world” - travelling to 
a performance in Sicily. 
The crash occurred after 
the caravan and the red 
Chrysler Grand Voyager 
the group were travelling 
in was hit by a Ford 
Transit van near the 
Fourwentways junction. 
A 19-year-old girl later 
died in hospital. 

Two men sat in bath 
tubs filled with baked 
beans in Newmarket’s 
Guinea’s shopping centre. 
Neil Rush and Rob 
Ramsay each wallowed 
for an hour to raise more 
than £1,200 for the Have 
a Heart appeal, 
supporting young people 
with severe illnesses. 

April 

Two men were jailed for 
an attack on a couple in a 
Newmarket car park. 
Michael Sheldrake and 
Lee Sparks were given jail 
sentences of 40 and 50 


months respectively, after 
leaving victim Simon 
Herzog needing 
emergency surgery to be 
able to breathe, and in 
intensive care for seven 
days. The incident 
followed a minor 
collision between a Ford 
Focus and the Mercedes 
Mr Herzog’s partner was 
driving. 

The manager of the 
Mildenhall branch of 
Lloyd’s TSB was jailed 
after setting up loan 
schemes that robbed his 
customers of £300,000. 
Jason Benham admitted 
five offences of abuse of 
position and one offence 
of obtaining a money 
transfer by deception. 

The spirit for Barton 
Mills’ village scarecrow 
festival Scarycrows was 
set in motion by a 
dinosaur invasion. Diana 
Knight crafted the giant 
reptiles out of natural 
materials before the 
eighth year of the 
fundraising event took 
place. 

A1902 £5 bank note 
was expected to reach up 
to £350 at auction. The 
note was issued when 
Newmarket Bank still 
existed and published its 
own notes, before being 
taken over by Barclays 
Bank in 1905. When the 
note was sold at Spink 
auctioneers, it made 
£320.

night out in Newmarket. 
He was seen at De Niro’s 
night club on Easter 
Saturday, after spending 
the day watching the 
Queen’s horses jump at 
Newmarket Heath. He 
also enjoyed a Chinese 
meal in the town. 

John Cowan, the Labour 
candidate for 
Cambridgeshire South 
East in the May General 
Election, had previously 
been removed the Liberal 
Democrats for sending 
‘sexual’ emails to female 
politicians. He was later 
suspended from the 
Labour party for 
comments posted online. 
The Conservatives 
retained the seat on 
polling day. 

May 

Police opposed an 
application for a club with 
a drinking licence until 
3.30am seven days a week. 
Seamus McConalogue 
applied for the licence for 
a building on the High 
Street, which already 


houses Innocence club 
and Heaven lap dancing 
club. The application was 
later refused by 
councillors. 

The director 
responsible for handling 
Lord Derby’s application 
to build 1,200 homes on 
the edge of Newmarket 
was given a vote of no 
confidence at the public 
town council meeting, but 
was supported by the 
mayor, Cllr Jane Bailey. 


Separately, the Forest 
Heath council planning 
committee advised 
withholding a decision on 
the scheme’s progress to 
move forward until 
August, to allow more 
time to consider road and 
facility amendments. 

A man died in hospital a 
week after being run over 
by an articulated lorry 
while out celebrating his 
31st birthday. His death 
resulted from 
complications relating to 
his injuries. The lorry 
driver was not blamed for 
the incident. 

Conservative Jim Paice 
was re-elected as MP from 
Cambridgeshire South 
East, while Matthew 
Hancock was elected as 
new Conservative MP for 
West Suffolk, 
encompassing 
Newmarket and Haverhill. 

A swan whose mate was 
shot and left to die has 
produced a brood of 
healthy cygnets after bird- 
lover Andrea Carrier 
helped the female feed 
her young. 
Without Andrea’s 
thrice-daily feeds, 
the mother would 
have had to 
abandon her eggs 
to feed, leaving 
them at risk from 
predators. The 
resident of Stow- 
cum-Quy 
resolved to 
nurture the four 
hatchlings until 
they could fend 
for themselves. 

June 

Wicken Fen was 
linked to 
Bottisham and 
Anglesey Abbey 
as a new bridge 
was lifted into 
place by crane. It 
formed part of The Lodes 
Way, a virtually traffic-free 
J4.5km route, and is easily 
accessible by walkers, 
horses and bicycles. Part 
of The National Trust’s 
scheme, Wicken Fen 
Vision, which aims to 
create a nature reserve 
with J00 years of 
development, the bridge 
was opened fully in 
September. 

The controversy over 
Lord Derby’s proposal to 



build J,200 homes near 
Newmarket continued. 
Rachel Hood, chair of the 
Save Historic Newmarket 
Action Group, opposed to 
the development plans on 
grounds of traffic 
disruption to the racing 
industry, responded to 
Communities Secretary 
Ed Pickles’s plans to 
abolish regional strategies’ 
housing targets. She 
hoped that they would be 
taken into account by 
Forest Heath district 
councillors in making 
their decision about the 
proposal. 

The annual Grunty Fen 
Rhubarb Festival took 
place at Burwell Museum, 
awarding prizes for the 
prettiest, ugliest, largest 
and smallest plants. The 
event was inspired by the 
late musician and radio 
character Pete Sayers. One 
dilemma wasn’t resolved: 
is rhubarb a fruit or a 
vegetable? 

Suffolk County Council 
appointed a temporary 
head of communications 
on £700 a day - equivalent 
to £J82,000 a year. The 
move was criticised by 
some, close as it was to the 
Prime Minister’s call for 
“painful” spending cuts, 
whereas others thought 
the salary was justified by 
the responsibility the role 
entailed. The 

appointment was justified 
by claims that it would 
speed up the process of 
budget cut allocation. 

A man wielding an air 
gun shot more than 30 
cars in the Newmarket 
and Exning areas. Owners 
were left with bills of 
£3,000 for the holes 
caused by the ball bearing 
shots. 

A stable worker in his 
30s died following a house 
fire in Exeter Road, 
Newmarket. The man, 
originally from Eastern 
Europe, was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital in Bury St 
Edmunds but died soon 
after, suffering from 
smoke inhalation and 
possible other injuries. 

Three fraudsters who 
conned an elderly widow 
out of over £500,000 were 
given a total jail sentence 
of J6 and a half years 
when they appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court.

Yet when Aladdin is sent on a 
quest to retrieve a mystical lamp for 
his questionable long-lost uncle, 
things take a turn, and Aladdin finds 
himself trapped within the dark, 
creepy cave, fearing he’ll never see 
his true love again. 

A vibrant ensemble of characters, 
costumes and song-and-dance 
numbers help bring the story alive in 
true panto style, with Matt Crosby as 
Wishee Washee and Brad Fitt as 
Widow Twankey injecting some 
well-received local humour and 
contemporary references into 
proceedings. 

As expected, Aladdin is packed 
with every kind of humour, from the 
clownish to the more sophisticated 
asides for the mums and dads. While 
most jokes hit their mark, some of 
Wishee Washee’s opening one-liners 


fall a little flat (although his 
breathless, non-stop plot summaries 
are a wonder to behold), and James 
Hirst as the villainous Abanazer 
doesn’t quite have the charisma to 
pull off all his numbers. 

But the real beating heart of the 
show is Brad Fitt as Widow 
Twankey, who commands the 
auditorium with natural, effortless 
ease. 

On press night, it’s an 
unsuspecting John in row C who is 
picked as Twankey’s internet love- 
interest, receiving winks and nods 
throughout the evening; while the 
hilarious ‘Washateria’ scene with 
Twankey and Wishee Washee 
reminded me never to undervalue 
the power of slapstick. 

Julie Buckfield, a familiar face for 
Cambridge panto regulars, is 
excellent in the role of the brave and 
cheery thigh-slapping hero, and 
Danielle Eller makes a triumphant 
return as the excitable Princess, 


bringing 
youthful 

energy and sweetness to 
the role. Meanwhile, amongst the 
chorus of adorable Panto Babes 
are surely the panto stars of the 
future. 

It’s impossible not to be 
charmed by this joyful, hilarious 
helping of Christmas fun - 
Aladdin is a guaranteed hit for 
young and old alike.

Don't make survival 
a case of pot luck 



BEAUTIFUL BLOOM: favourite pot plants have little tolerance for 
being overwatered and placed in draughts or near radiators.

I F YOU’RE one of those 
people who just has to look 
at a pot plant for its leaves to 
start wilting, perhaps it’s time to 
consider whether you might be 
killing it with kindness. 

So many of our favourites at this time 
of year, including poinsettias, forced 
bulbs and cyclamen, hate being 
overwatered or placed near radiators or 
in draughts. 

A little thought about where you are 
going to place your plant can go a long 
way to making sure it survives. 

Many festive plants, including indoor 
azaleas, pot chrysanthemums and 
cyclamen are virtually hardy and are 
happiest in a cool room such as a porch, 
cold hallway or in an unheated 
conservatory. 

Most, apart from the azalea, can be 
watered once every few days, so that the 
compost doesn’t dry out but isn’t sodden 
either. 

The azalea, however, can be watered 


daily to keep the rootball moist. Stand it 
in a bowl of water for 20 minutes, then 
tip away the excess water. 

Cineraria and calceolaria also prefer 
cool conditions, such as an enclosed 
porch. As they are annuals, they’re 
better placed in an area you want to 


brighten up, rather than risk placing a 
much-loved permanent specimen there. 

Poinsettias come in other colours 
apart from red, including salmon pink 
and cream. They should thrive in bright 
filtered light, ideally in a bright living 
room, but don't put them in direct

or they may wilt, and all hate 
draughts. 

Again, don’t overwater them. Wait 
until the leaves show signs of wilting 
and then give the compost a good soak, 
but don’t allow the plant to stand in 
water for any length of time. 

Cyclamen, which come in a wide 
range of colours, like cool conditions 
and will flower longer at temperatures 
around 13-18C. Wait until the leaves 
just start to wilt before watering and 
always water from below, by standing in 
a deep saucer of water for a few minutes 
before allowing to drain. 

Forced bulbs are popular, particularly 
hyacinths, whose fragrance can fill a 
room, as well as bright and cheery 
dwarf narcissi and bold, brassy 
hippeastrum. 

They are extremely easy to maintain 
indoors as you can just treat them like 
annuals and throw them away afterwards 
because, if they’ve been forced, they 
won’t make much of an impact if you 
replant them in the garden. 

If you’ve forced your own, as soon as 
the buds have grown and are about to 
show their real colour, bring them 
indoors. If you do it too early they may 
produce inferior flowers on short, 
stunted stems. 

For me, among the best value-for- 
money houseplants which look elegant

for many 

months of the year are orchids. 

Those who are under the impression that 
they are difficult should think again. 

Price has often been an issue, but in 
recent years the cost of orchids has 
come down and in the new year there 
are likely to be special offers on 
spectacular ones. 

Phalaenopsis, the moth orchid, can 
repeat-flower virtually all year, its 
arching spikes producing graceful 
flowers in shades of pink and white. 

They need a steady temperature of 
around 16-21C (60-70F) and high 
humidity. 

Mine thrive on my kitchen windowsill 
and I happen to have a kettle nearby, so 
am convinced that the steam from the 
kettle gives them as much humidity as 
they need, although you can stand the 
pot on a dish of damp pebbles to provide 
the necessary humidity. 

You must never overwater orchids. 
Give them a good soak once a week 
from below, dunking them in a bowl of 
water for 20 minutes and then placing 
them on a draining board for the same 
amount of time so the excess moisture 
disperses. Hopefully, if you give your 
houseplants the care they need, they 
should be flowering well into the new 
year.

Which cameras 
rake In the most? 


DRIVERS will be able 
to find out which speed 
cameras catch the 
most motorists under 
plans outlined by the 
Government this week. 

Local authorities and 
the police will have to 
publish full information 
about speed cameras 
under proposals 

announced by Road Safety 
Minister Mike Penning. 

This could include data 
about accident rates at 
camera sites, vehicle 
speeds and the numbers 
of motorists prosecuted or 
offered training after 
offences recorded by 
cameras. It will be 
available by April 2011. 

Mr Penning said: 


“Public bodies should be 
accountable and if 
taxpayers’ money is being 
spent on speed cameras 
then it is right that 
information about their 
effectiveness is available 
to the public. 

“The proposals I have 
announced today will help 
show what impact 
cameras are having on 
accident and casualty 
rates and also how the 
police are dealing with 
offenders. 

“This is in line with our 
commitment to improve 
transparency of govern¬ 
ment data so that the 
public are able to make 
more informed judgments 
about the work of local 
and central government.” 


The Department for 
Transport will be working 
with police and local 
authority representatives 
as well as the Highways 
Agency to discuss the 
details of what should be 
published and how. 

It is thought that one 
camera on the Mil near 
east London has produced 
fines of more than £2 
million over five years and 
that other camera sites 
have also resulted in fines 
of many thousands of 
pounds a year. 

The AA’s head of road 
safety, Andrew Howard, 
told the Daily Telegraph: 
“We have always 
supported transparency as 
a way of making cameras 
publicly acceptable.”

We’re ready to Cruze in again, insists Huff 


WHEN it comes to picking out a 
highlight from his campaign in the 
2010 World Touring Car 
Championship, Rob Huff is spoilt 
for choice. 

There is much for the Red Lodge 
driver to feel proud of, and singling 
out one achievement is almost 
impossible. 

Was it winning at the final race 
weekend of the campaign in 
Macau? Dominating the BMWs in 
Brno with a lights-to-flag victory in 
race one? Or maybe being part of a 
Chevrolet 1-2-3 at the season’s 
curtain-raiser in Brazil? 

“There’s definitely a lot for me to 
take away from 2010,” said Huff, 
who was 31 on Christmas Day. “It’s 
been a really good season. 

“I finished the last two weekends 
on a high by winning in lapan and 
Macau, and so that fills me with 
confidence that I’m getting better.” 

The win at Brno, Czech Republic, 
took him to third place overall - he 
finished level on points with 
Gabriele Tarquini but the Italian 
had more race wins - and helped 
Chevrolet clinch the 
manufacturers’ championship for 
the first time with team-mate Yvan 
Muller winning the drivers’ title 
while fellow Chevrolet driver Alain 
Menu finished sixth. 

“I almost got second place but it 
was a great finish to the season,” 
said Huff. 

“We were so close to getting a 
Chevrolet 1-2 in the championship, 
but as a team we’ve got a lot of 
confidence now for next year. 

“We did the best we’ve ever done

as a team. We understand what’s 
expected of us and the teamwork 
between us has been second to 
none. We’ll be looking for more of 
the same next year. 

“ It’s going to be a close fight for 
the title again but the first rule will 
be to look after each other.” 

The Chevrolet Cruze will also 
sport some significant changes. 
Next season, the car will have a 1.6 
turbo engine, giving it more power 
as well as being more efficient. 

Huff has worked closely with the 
team to perfect the power plant and 
is due to head out to Spain early in 
the new year for more testing. 

“It’s quite different to drive,” he 
said. “It’s very quick down the 
straights and feels faster. Because 
it’s turbo-charged it’s very strong in 
the low gears as well as the high 
gears. 

“We’ve still got a lot of work to do 
though because the tyres and 
brakes will be the same. Last season 
we were right on the limit with the 
tyres.” 

Huff’s impressive 2010, 
combined with the expertise at 
Chevrolet, makes him a strong 
contender for the drivers’ title when 
the 2011 season begins at Interlagos 
in March. 

That has not gone unnoticed by 
his rivals but Huff, all too aware of 
the unpredictability of motorsport, 
is taking nothing for granted. 

“Everyone is saying that people 
are eyeing me for the 
championship next year, but you’ve 
got to take it one step at a time,” 
he said.

Workforce poised 
for Coronation 

WORKFORCE could start his 2011 campaign in 
the Investec Coronation Cup at Epsom in June. 
The Derby and Arc winner will be aimed at the 
top middle-distance races, but connections 
have not ruled out dropping him back to a mile 
and a quarter should the right opportunity 
present itself. 

“His pedigree says he can improve as a four- 
year and his trainer (Sir Michael Stoute) is 
more than adept in bringing horses on,” said 
Teddy Grimthorpe, racing manager to owner 
Khalid Abdullah. 

“We will see how he winters and see how he 
goes, but the Coronation Cup would be a fairly 
obvious starting point. 

“We want to try and make him what we 
believe him to be - a very high-class horse. 

We want him to do that in a range of top-class 
races.” 

Frankel could make his seasonal debut in a 
Classic trial before going for the 2000 Guineas 
at Newmarket in May. Connections of the 
unbeaten champion two-year-old, trained by 
Henry Cecil, may consider the Greenham 
Stakes at Newbury in April ahead of his date 
with destiny at Headquarters. 

“Frankel’s great and is relaxed and in his 
winter quarters at Warren Place,” said 
Grimthorpe. “With these horses you have to 
see how they winter and progress throughout 
the spring before outlining a definite 
campaign. 

“His initial target will be in the 2000 Guineas, 
but whether he has a race beforehand I don’t 
know, but the Greenham would be a possible.” 
The same team have another likely candidate 
for the Investec Derby at this stage in Picture 
Editor, even though he lost his 100 per cent 
record at Newmarket in October. 

“Henry’s very keen on Picture Editor,” said 
Grimthorpe. “Maybe he’d just gone for the 
season last time. On what he’d shown at 
home, and prior to that on a racecourse, he 
might be a potentially very impressive horse.” 

Prince lines up 
Meydan raiders 

OWNER Khalid Abdullah plans to have two 
major players in Twice Over and Byword at 
the Dubai World Cup meeting at Meydan 
in March. 

The Henry Cecil-trained Twice Over will try to 
put the record straight in the big race itself, 
after not being beaten far in 10th place in the 
world’s richest race in 2010. He did make 
amends in style, though, at the highest level, 
winning in the Coral-Eclipse and the Emirates 
Airline Champion Stakes. 

The Dubai Duty Free is the likely target of the 
Prince of Wales’s Stakes winner Byword, 
trained in France by Andre Fabre. 

“Twice Over is an absolute favourite of 
Warren Place and Juddmonte. He’s done us 
so proud -1 wish we had 10 like him,” said 
the owner’s racing manager Teddy 
Grimthorpe. 

“Twice Over would head for the Dubai World 
Cup and Byword will go for the Duty Free.” 
Another Abdullah star who will be flying the 
flag again next year is Midday, who has five 
Group One wins. 
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
